A research team of the Trans- 


portation Center at Northwestern 
University, Evanston, III., fed into 
a computer the replies of 1,100 
manufacturers to their queries on 
the subject. The answers may 
shed some light on a controversy 
noted for generating heat. 


The unregulated motor carriers 


have grown faster since the war 
than the regulated carriers as a 
whole. But the team says that, in 
terms of tonnage, the 
common 


motor carriers have grown about 
as fast as have corporations' own 
fleets 
of trucks, 
even 
though 


trucking firms think otherwise. 


And the replies indicate the real 


battle has been between these 
two, the for-hire and the do-it 
yourself motor haulers. Firms us- 
ing their own trucks tend to con- 
centrate on short-haul movements 
of freight, and thus compete less 
than some may think with the 
rails, which get their big volume 
on the longer than 200-mile freight 
movement.
